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ABSTRACT 

This report contains 11 tables and 5 figures 
documenting the results for the General Educational Development (GED) 
tests in 1992. The tables provide information on the following: 
testing volumes; percent tested by age group; credentials issued by 
age group; testing by language; testing by special editions and 
adaptations; highest grade completed; additional data; credentials 
issued, 1971-1992; comparative testing data, 19A9"1992; minimum score 
requirements;; and percentage of graduating high school seniors 
meeting minimum score requirements. The figures cover testing volume 
versus credentials issued 1952-1992; testing volume and credentials 
issued by age group for 1992; highest grade completed 1992; volume of 
people tested versus credentials issued 1972-1992; and number of GED 
candidates planning further study, 1961-1992. Some of the highlights 
are the following: (1) after a 2-year period of substantial increases 
in. participation, GED testing volume in 1992 declined by 2 percent to 
790,565; (2) most U.S. states reported increases from the previous 
year, and Canadians taking the test increased by 8 percent; (3) 
479,252 graduates were successful in 1992, a 1 percent decrease from 
1991; (A) many more adults with disabilities were served in 1992; (5) 
no major changes were reported in the ages of persons taking or 
passing the tests — more than half the examinees were aged 2A or less; 
(6) on average, most GED candidates had completed 10th grade or 
higher; and (7) 61 percent of all candidates in 1992, the highest 
level in the program's history, were planning further study. The 
report includes a list of GED central staff and state administrators 
and a list of lA GED Testing Service publications.

HIGHLIGHTS 



Trends in GED test-taking . After a two-year period of substantial increases in participa- 
tion, GED testing volume in 1992 declined by 2 percent to 790,565. This level represents 
the second highest in a decade. Thus, the 2 percent change from the previous year 
appears to reflect a leveling off rather than a reversal of a trend. For example: 

• Most U.S jurisdictions— 29 states and the District of Columbia— reported increases 
from the previous year. Seven states reported increases of 10 percent or higher in 
1992: Nevada (36 percent), Idaho (22 percent), Oklahoma (12 percent), Wisconsin (12 
percent), Utah (11 percent), Massachusetts (10 percent), and New Mexico (10 per- 
cent). Only 18 states reported declines and three reported no change. 

• The number of persons taking the GED Tests in Canada increased 8 percent in 1992, 
to 22,91 5. Three jurisdictions reported increases of 1 0 percent or higher: Alberta (1 5 
percent), Nova Scotia (14 percent), and Saskatchewan (13 percent). 

• The 2 percent difference in testing since 1991 is largely accounted for by declines in 
two of the largest testing volume states — New York and Florida— both of which experi- 
enced special circumstances in 1992: 

New York's 19 percent decline from 1991 testing levels may be attributed to the 
effects of requiring a testing fee, introduced for the first time in late 1991 . 

Florida's 10 percent decline in testing volume most likely is due to the destructive 
effects of Hurricane Andrew, which interrupted adult education and GED testing 
activity in Florida for an extended period last year. 

• The number of GED graduates in 1 992 was 479,252, a 1 percent decrease from 1 991 . 
GED graduates in the U.S. and territories (464,562) accounted for nearly one in six of 
the estimated 2.5 million high school graduates in the United States in 1992. 

Special editions and special testing accommodations . The GED testing program served 
many more adults with disabilities in 1992, as evidenced by three factors: the number of 
persons who took special editions of the GED Tests— audio-cassette. Braille, and large 
print — increased by 37 percent; the number of special accommodations to standard test- 
ing conditions increased by 46 percent; and the number of requests for Specific Learning 
Disability accommodations increased by 39 percent. 

A ge, formal schooling, and academic goals . The average age of GED candidates in 1992 
was 27, up slightly from 1991 . More than half (56 percent) were under the age of 25. As 
in previous years, the highest grade completed, on average, was 10th grade; more than 
one in three (37 percent) GED candidates reported they completed 11th grade or higher. 
The percentage of candidates planning further study reached an all-time high of 61 per- 
cent in 1992. More GED candidates than ever plan to pursue postsecondary study.
